Cleveland testified that on the night 


of January 2 of the present year, he 
in company with two women detec- 
tncs, saw Mrs. Thomas enter a resort 
in a fccction of Columbus known as 
"Nigger Heaven."

panied by another woman, and two 
men. After remaining in the wine- 
room a few moments Mrs. Thomas 
and her companions, witness said, re- 
paired to the rooms up stairs 


- Two nights later, continued witness, 
lie saw Mrs. Thomas and a man enter

Thomas, aged 3% years. When her 
mother was called into the c ourt- 
room the child broke into a prolonged 
cry and was placed in the care of one 
of Mrs. Thomas's friends.

which took place about a week after 
Dr. Porter killed 
himself by poison 


and asphyxiation. Thomas said he 
was 27 years old, and he gave his oc- 
cupation as that of an office boy em- 
ployed by Dr. J. B. McFatrlch of Chi- 
cago.
